Intereſt and Concerns were 1o intimately connected with his. 
ba King, he was frequently compelled to take up Arms to 
efend himſelf againſt the Attempts of his ambitious and reſtleſs 
eig hbours, who gladly embraced every Opportunity that offered 
d annoy him. The Ammonites, the Moabites, the Aſfſyrians 
nd Chaldeans on the Eaſt; the Paleſtines on the Ve; the 
hrians on the North; the Arabians and Idumeans on the South, 
rere ever buſy in concerting Meaſures to invade his Territories, 
nd gave him continual Employment. As a Father, he ſaw 
lis domeſtic Happineſs imbittered by his own Blood, his 
ms fomenting Factions within the Walls of his Palace, and 
Aſalom, the ungrateful Abjalom attempting, by open Rebellion,

rences, to break out into open Rebellion : Day and Night, as he 
complains, they went about the Walls of the City, Wickeaneſs was 
in the Midſt thereof, Deceit and Guile departed not from ty 
Streets; every Day they wreſted his Words, all their Thought 
were againſt him for Evil; they gathered themſeFves togethy 
they hid themſelves, they marked his Steps, when they waited fi 
his Soul, 


Such was the critical Poſture of Affairs from King David 
Acceſſion to the Throne to the Time of his Demiſe. His Life 
was almoſt a continual Series of Trials, a proper Type an

What was the particular Occurrence he alludes to in th ip 
Words of my Text, I ſhall not venture to determine, as Wh. an 
has been offered, on this Head, by Commentators, amounts t thei 
nothing more than bare Conjecture; and as the P/alm itle Tas 
affords no Circumſtances that will juſtify its being applied t = 
any one of King David's miraculous Eſcapes, in an exclufiv 1 5 
Senſe ; and, after all, it is very immaterial to know, what wa wy 
the identical Event it refers to, or who were the Parties con, "S 
cerned in carrying on the Plat, whether Foreign, or domeſtic 8 
Enemies. But what ought here to be particularly taken Notic ＋ 
of is, that the Calamity itſelf, and the Deliverance that enſueſ, BY

thereupon, were of a national Kind, and ſo much the more 4 
affecting, as they came on ſuddenly and beyond Expectation. 
Thus we find the Hy Man inviting his People to commemo- 
ate it, with a Mixture of Surprize, Admiration and Gratitude, 
in the Beginning of the Pſalm. Fit had nit been the Lord who v. 1. | 
was on our Side, now may Iſrael ſay, if it had not been the Lord 2. 1 
who was on our Side, when Men roſe up againſt us; then they ; 
had ſwallowed us up quick, when their Wrath was kindled againſt 
u. He compares the Multitude and Impetuoſity of the Aſſail- 
ants, to Torrents that overrun a Country, laying every Thing 
waſte, and {weeping all before them; then, adds he, the Waters 
lad overwhelmed us, the Stream had gone over our Soul, then the 
proud Waters bad gone over our Soul, Theſe Figures are fol- 
lowed by others, denoting likewiſe the eminent Danger from 
which they had been lately reſcued ; the Contrivers and Abetters 
of the Scheme are likened in the Text, firſt to the voracious 
Beaſts of the Field, who are led by blind Inſtinct, as well as 
Hunger, to fall upon and devour their Prey, wherever they 
meet with it; and then to artful and experienced Fewelers, whoſe 
Study and Delight it is not only to lay Snares, but likewiſe to 
allure the unwary Game by ſundry Methods, and when they 
have ſucceeded, to devote it to immediate Deſtruction. Into 
one of theſe Snares had King David and his People been en- 
iced, they were already entangled in it, and human Policy 
iforded no Proſpect of Relief; when it pleaſed the Almighty to 
ntzrpoſe in their Behalf, and by ſeaſonably breaking the Snare, 
o reſtore: them again to Liberty and Happineſs. As this Mercy 
was a moſt ſignal one, both in its Circumſtances and Effects, ſo 
was it entertained by King and People, in a ſuitable Manner; 
their Thankfulneſs was adequate to the Bleſſing beſtowed on 
them, it was general, hearty, permanent, and could not be more 
properly diſplayed than by the Words, now before us. Bleſſed 
Wl & the Lord, who bath not given us a Prey to their Teeth, Our 
gout ig eſcaped as a Bird out of the Snare of the Fowlers : The Snare 
Ml 5 broken, and we are eſcaped.

To begin by the double Deliverance we are now met to com- 
memorate ; let it be obſerved, that the Events alluded to in the 
Service of this Day, are ſo important and intereſting, as to de- 
mand our moſt ſerious Attention, at the ſame Time they claim 
our /incereſt Gratitude, We are called upon to remember, and 
thankfully to celebrate God's great Goodneſs, in reſcuing the 
Nation, as on this Day, from the wicked Attempts that were 


to deprive it of its Liberties, both civil and religious, and to bring 
us again under a Yoke which neither our Fathers nor we were able 
to bear. The firſt of theſe Attempts was ſuch a one as cannot 
be reflected upon by us without Horror and Indignation. It was 
a Maſter Piece of Treaſon and Cruelty, and ſhews that the Au- 
thors of it may be very properly compared to thoſe Toracinu 
Animals, that delight in nothing but in Blood and Slaughter, 
The latter bore indeed a different Aſpect, it carried with it the 
Appearance of Gentleneſs and Moderation, and was calculated to 
intice and allure, on which Account it ſquared exactly with the 
Snares of the Fowlers, mentioned in the Text; but then the Iſſue 
of this likewiſe, had not Providence averted it, muſt have been 
as fatal to us as the /ormer, by entailing upon us all the Mil- 
chicts that flow from Superſtition and arbitary Power, That you 
may be the more ſenſible of the Greatneſs of our Delzverance 
from theſe two impending Storms, give me leave to conſider 
them ſeparately, and to make a few ſhort Animadverſions, as I 
go along, upon the Circumſtances that attended them. 


The jir/# of theſe Plots was invented and carried on by Men 
diſpoſed for the moſt deſperate Undertakings, loſt to all Senſe of 
Duty, and perfectly anſwering the Character St. Paul gives us of 
thoſe that ſhould come in the laſt Days; proud, blaſphemous, diſ- Wer: 
obedient, unthankful, unholy, without natural Affection, Truce- 
breakers, falſe Accuſers, fierce, Deſpiſers of thoſe that are good, 
Traitors, heady, high-minded, and having a Form of Godli neſs, 


but | 
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it denying the Power thereof. Such were the Contrivers of the 
% Deſign. The Government, far from treating the Roman— 
tholics, at that Time, with the Severity they had ſo much 
mplained of under the former (a) Reign, and, which they had 
juſtly deſerved, by their avowed Diſaffection to it, uſed them 
b uncommon Lenity. It is well known, by the Account 
ng James himſelf hath left us of this Matter (5), that during 
three Years that preceded the Gunpowder-Treaſon, not only 
ne of the Party were Sufferers on Account of Religion; but 
many of them, though known and open Recuſants, enjoyed 
Smiles of the Court, were by him admitted to Honours, and 
nemployed in foreign Negotiations : But as this Moderation 
[ſhort of what they aimed at; as nothing would ſatisfy them, 
t hrding it over God's Heritage, they lighted the unmerited 
nour, and rewarded the Donor with the baſeſt Ingratitude. 
iſyalty and Perverſneſs having thus taken Root in their Hearts, 
Wi could be expected to enſue, but the blackeſt of Devices, 
WWncditated Treaſon and Murder? And to this Iſſue was the 
ng ſoon brought. A Junto was formed, and a Motion made 
one of its moſt zealous Members (c) to kill the King, with 
homiſe of performing it himſelf. This Scheme, though it 
at be thought partly to anſwer their Purpoſes, was however 
Ked, becauſe it did not anſwer them all. It was judged, that 
Ming, leaving Children, who might be ſtill more averſe to 
Religion, particularly on Account of ſo horrid a Parricide, 
who would find moſt of the Nobility and Gentry devoted to 
kr Intereſt ; a different Courſe ought to be taken, which might 
nate theſe Difficulties, and fulfil their moſt ſanguine Expec- 
ons. And ſuch a one was preſently hit upon, and offered as 
xceptionable by another of the Tribe (d). A Method was 
noſed to diſpatch, af once, all the principal Enemies of the 
Wnr-Catholic Religion, and to throw the Kingdom into ſuch a 
Wiilternation, that no body ſhould be able to oppoſe their De- 
W's. This was to be done by blowing up the Parhament- 


ne, and thereby involving the Church and the State in one 
Feral Calamity. Good God! that Men, that Chriſtians ſhould

The Thing would ſear 
be credited, were it not notorious and undeniable. However 
deteſiable Project was no ſooner mentioned, than it met wi 
uncommon Applauſe; and it being moved, by ſome that were p 
ſent, that the Lawfulneſs of it ſhould be examined into, we ff 
that hereupon it received the Sanction of three of their moſt emine 
Divines ; one of them (e) being, at that very Time, the Superj 
of the Jeſuits in this Kingdom: So true it is that Crimes of t 
deepeſt Dye, are deemed by the Church of Rome to be innoce 
nay meritorious, when they are calculated to promote its Intere 
or to undo ſuch as ſhe is pleaſed to ſtigmatize with the Title 
Heretics. Thus then was the Plot entered into, not only wit 
out Remorſe, but with great Alacrity ; and that the Parties ce 
cerned might not have it in their Power to diſcloſe or recede fr, 
it, they bound themſelves to Secrecy by a folemn Oath, and I 
taking the Eucbariſt (f).

t would be needleſs to enter here into a Detail of the Steps 
ut were taken by the Conſpirators to bring their Plot to bear. 
well known, that they hired a large Cellar under the Houſe 
Leds, that they conveyed into it no leſs than Thirty Barrels 
id Four Hogſheads of Gun-Powder, that upon theſe they laid 
at Iron Bars, and Stones, covering over the whole with a vaſt 
lntity of Coals and Wood; hoping thereby either to prevent 
bicovery, or to render the Exploſion more formidable and 
ere fatal in its Effects. 


Theſe Circumſtances have been fo often, and ſo thoroughly can- 
led over, on the Return of this Day, that they cannot ſtand 
need of any farther Comment. Inſtead therefore of dwelling 
on them here, it may perhaps be more proper to take Notice 
tro Things, which muſt be Matter of ſome Surprize to thoſe 
to attentively conſider the foul Buſineſs now before us. The

ing Diſcoveries, So little did the King, and thoſe that were att 
Helm, imagine, that any Thing was contriving againſt the Pez 
and Happineſs of the Nation, that they thought both ſettled u hut 
on a laſting Foundation, by the Precautions that had been th thc: 
for that Purpoſe, at home as well as abroad. Intimations inde wor 
had been given by a neighbouring Power (i), that ſome Dan of 
might juſtly be apprehended from certain Intrigues carrying 
at the Courts of Rome and Madrid; but then theſe Intimatiꝗ the 
were ſo vague, that no Streſs could be laid on them. Dark con 
obſcure Surmiſes prevailed likewiſe within the K:ngdom, as if ne- 
were threatened with ſome public Calamity ; but neither v und 
theſe attended to, as the preſent Poſture of Affairs did not {cM inf 
to forebode any Thing that was ominous, And doubtleſs it 
happened by a particular Direction of Providence, that our Eſcail cry; 
from the premeditated Malice and Cruelty of our Enemies mig 
not be aſcribed to human Prudence and Foreſight, but to i 
gracious Interpoſition of that God, who would not Jet the N Ge 
the Wicked to reſt upon the Lot of the Righteous, 


What would have been the Fate of this Nation, had not t. 
Blow been ſeaſonably averted, may be eafier imagined, th ticr 
deſcribed. The King, and Prince Henry, who was to atteſ vi 
him to the Houſe, the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and ii Ul 
Commons aſſembled in Parliament, were all doomed to periſh Wn: 
one general Conflagration. Prince Charles, then Duke of N 
was to fall by the Sword, and the Princeſs Elizabeth thereup hat 
ſecured, proclaimed Queen, and diſpoſed of by the Traitors, Wl or 
ſhould beſt anſwer their Purpoſes. And had they ſucceeded WW Har 
every Circumſtance of this deteſtable Scheme; had the pute 
and nobleſt Blood of the Nation been thus ſpilt; what a Scene 
Horror, Confuſion and Miſery muſt not have enſued ? Th Frir 
would our proud Foes have inſulted over us, and tauntingly fal

How ſhocking 

would not the paſt and preſent Proſpect have appeared to ſuch 

of our pious Fore-fathers as ſhould have ſurvived this dire Ca- 

taſtroph-? With what Surprize. and Emotion of Heart, would 

they not have beheld the Church and State laying buried in one 

common Ruin , themſelves and their Families expoſed to a 

mercileſs Enemy, their Properties invaded, their Laws trampled 

under Foot, and (what muſt have been far more irkſome and 
unſufferable to Conſciences like theirs) the Work of the bleſſed 
Reformation, which had coſt them ſo much Pains to eſtabliſh, 

cruſh2d in an Inſtant, the whole Kingdom over-run again with 

lm:rance and Error, Idolatry and Superſtition, and theſe Curſes 

perhaps entailed upon their Poſerity, for many ſucceeding 
Generations? 


Such were the Calamities, that hung over the Nation, as on 
tis Day; and the deteſtable Plot that was intended to bring 
em down upon us, was juſt ready to burſt forth its Thunder, 
when it pleaſed God, out of his great Goodneſs, to diſappoint 
boch it, and its Contrivers, and that by a moſt timely and provi- 
dential Diſcovery, A dark and myſterious Letter, fent to a 
Lird (i) (whom one of the Conſpirators withed to ſpare) and 
that was deſigned by the anonymous Writer, to diſſuade him from 
coming to the Parliament Houſe, was delivered by an unknown 
and, to his Servants, and by them to their Maſter, ten Days be- 
lore the Meeting of the Parliament ; and as it contained Indica- 
ions of ſome approaching Danger, was by him carried to the

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ed to enter into the Meaning of it, till it was laid before the 
King; who, as if he had been inſpired from on high, inſtantly 
interpreted the obſcare Terms in it, and thereby unravell'd the 
whole Myſtery of Iniquity. Search being made underneath the 
Houſe of Parliament the Eve of that Day, which was to haye 
been fo fatal to this Nation, every Thing was found to tally, in 
the minuteſt Circumſtances with the Deſcription we have given 
of the Plot; and moreover a Perſon (Y was diſcovered lurking 
in the Dead of Night, near the Place, who by the Implements iff 
Miſchief (m) found upon him, proved to be the intended Inſtry- 
ment of the Expigſion, and became a chief Evidence againſt 
thoſe, wha afterwards ſa juſtly ſuffered for their Crime. | 


Thus did the Almighty, by his gracious Interpoſition, dran 
nigh unto cur Soul, and redeem it, when the Sorrows of Death 
incompaſſed us. Thus did he, moſt ſeaſonably, prevent our being 
given as a Prey to the Teeth of our Enemies, and even cauſed his 


righteous Judgments to lighten on them that hated us; for, hid. 
Miſchief returned upon their own Heads, and their violent Dealing

expended: One Thouſand Nine Hundred and 
Twenty four Pounds One Shilling and Ten 
Pence, ſo that no more remains in Caſh 
than Two Hundred and Twenty Pounds 
Eleven Shillings and Eleven Pence. 

To this Time they have relieved Three 
Hundred and Eighty nine Perſons, moſt 
of whom are actually ſettled in England, 
and do now ſubſiſt by their Induſtry and 
Labour, viz. One Hundred and Seventy 
three Men, Ninety Women, and One 
Hundred and Twenty ſix Children; the 
greateſt Part of theſe laſt have been put 
to Apprenticeſhips: Beſides a large Num- 
ber, whoſe Expences the Society defrayd 
in their Journey through Switzerland and 
Holland to Ireland. 

As our Proteſtant Brethren in France 
continue to groan under the moſt heavy 
Oppreſſion, their Religious Aſſemblies be- 
ing forcibly ſtopped every where, their
